7. We endorse and approve the policy and action of the 
Liberal Government of Canada la constitnting the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners for Canada, a Court of Record with ample 
powen to enforce the law and to scours the carrying out of tho 
decrees of the Court, and with plenary jurisdiction over all Can¬ 
adian Railways both in regard to the protection of employees 
and ths travelling publi^ and in regard to the fixing and regula¬ 
tion of tolls and charges.. Already the Board has rendered Im¬ 
portant public service, and its establishment has reflected most 
favorably open tho wisdom vf ths Administration. 

8. Ws sndorse and commend the policy of the Government 

in liberally subsidising lines of ocean going steamers, whereby 
the increase of Canadian Commerce is greatly promoted, and 
as residents of this city and province we especially commend the 
establishment of the Canadian Australian and Ganadian-Mexican 
Servioee. We also endorse the policy of the Government In ad¬ 
vertising Canada abroad, thereby promoting Immigration to tho 
Dominion and we pledge onrselvee to nrge upon the Government 
the continuation of this work and its extension on n wider scale 
than ever before to British Oolumbia. , 

8. Wa reqpgniae and applaud the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in granting a bounty to lead manufactured in Canada, 
whereby a very important branch of mining in this Province has 
been revived and remunerative employment has been given to n 
Urge nnmber of people. 

10. We commend the policy of the Government in respect to 
logisUtion In tho interests of Ubor. including action in regard 
to the establishment of the Labor Bureau, the adoption of tha 
Fair Wage principle, the settlement of strikes and lockonta and 
other useful legislation in that direction, and pledge ourselves to 
give our hearty assistance and support to any farther efforts in 
that direction. 

11. We declare our firm conviction that the continuation In 
power of Sir Wilfrid Lanrier and the Liberal Party affords tho 
strongest guarantee that the great period of prosperity, which 
the country has enjoyed in the past eight years will be con¬ 
tinued in the future.
